few simple, businesslike statements re- 
garding the chief financial propositions. 

The issues involve principles far 
more than they do candidates. The 
gravity of these principles cannot be 
over estimated. They involve the wel- 
fare of every American, and of our na- 
tion among other nations. They con- 
stitute the most important propositions 
since the Civil War. On the one hand 
the future, prosperity of the country is 
said to be dependent upon a complete 
revolution of the currency system, and 
in addition, two important alterations 
of the spirit and letter of the Consti- 
tution. Fortune has designed Mr. 
Bryan, rather than Mr. Altgeld, or Mr. 
Tillman, to lead the people who be- 
lieve these amendments to the present 
form of government, necessary. On 
the other hand, Major McKinley has 
been destined leader of that portion of 
the people who believe our currency 
should remain in harmony with that of 
the nations which stand foremost in 
the world’s intelligence and commerce, 
until all these nations shall thought- 
fully agree to form one brotherhood 
for a common system of currency. 
This portion of the people also believe 
that the Constitution has satisfactorily 
stood the test of time, and they do not 
intend to change it. They propose a 
reasonable protective tariff which shall 
provide ample funds for the Govern- 
ment’s running expenses. 

Mr. Bryan has waged his campaign 
chiefly on the theory that the eo-called 
‘‘demonetization” of silver in 1873 is 
solely the cause of the present hard 
times, and that only a return to the 
conditions prior to that year will re- 
store. prosperity. Carefully avoiding 
any searching inquiry into the money 
before 1873, he sweepingly eulogises it 
as the money of our Fathers“, and 
like terms. The facts regarding this 
currency are not gererally known. 
They serve to show the fallacy of Mr. 
Bryan’s theories, and are briefly as fol- 
lows: The nation began its career in 
1792 on a theoretical double gold and 
silver standard. The ratio was 16, 
nearly the market ratio at that time. 
At the very start it was seen that it 
would be impossible to maintain a 
double standard, for previous to 1810 
gold had begun to grow scarce, and it 
steadily diminished up to 1817, when it 
had utterly disappeared from circula- 
tion. From 1817 to 1834 our metallic 
currency consisted exclusively of sil- 
ver. It was found inconvenient, and 
its fluctuating values entailed great 
business complication. The people de- 
manded gold, aud in 1834 the Gold 
Bill’, providing for a ratio of 16 to 1, 
was passed by Cungress in the hopes 
that this ratio would drive out silver 
(the market ratio was then 15.625 to 1.) 
The expectations were realized. From 
1837 to 1873, silver was driven out of 
circulation, and the country had a gold 
basis de facto. Several years before 
1873, the mint authorities recommended 
that the gold standard be adopted in

This por- 
tion of the community have neither 
time nor opportunity to watch the ebbs 
and flows of the money market.“ Free 
silver will double the price of neces- 
sities, but wages will increase in no 
such proportion.

law as it had become instituted in prac- 
tice. A bill making the gold dollar the 
unit of value passed the House by a 
vote of 110 to 13 in 1872, and after de- 
liberate debate it passed the Senate 
in January, 1873, by a unanimous vote. 

The passage of this bill is what Bryan 
has termed the ‘‘demonetization” of 
silver, and what he also calls ‘ the 
great crime of 73˙ . The action meant 
simply this: The value of silver had so 
decreased that it was impossible to 
make a silver dollar which contained 
100 cents worth of silver. In order to 
compensate for the changing deficiency 
between the metals and maintain a 
stable currency, gold was made the 
standard of value, and silver dollars, 
which were and are full legal tender 
forall public and private debts, were 
continued to be coined, but instead of 
having a depreciated value of their 
own, they were and are backed by a 
gold reserve in the treasury. Under 
this system silver is continued to be 
coined, and whatever the value of sil 
ver ore, a silver dollar is always worth 
100 cents — as much as a gold dollar. 
An honest value is stamped on its face 
for it will be redeemed in gold when- 
ever required. Thus the “ discrimina- 
tion against silver“ Bryan glibly talks 
about, ie really a discrimination against 
gold. Bryan proposes that the Govern- 
ment shall coin an independent silver 
dollar containing about 50 cents worth 
of silver, and stamp it as worth 100 
cents, and circulate it with nothing be- 
hind it, to compensate for the differ- 
ence between its value and the value of 
the gold dollar. 5

MURDKE AND SUICIDE 
fhe Came of Great Exe tem ut In a New 
Hapepshire Vi lace. 

Plainfield, N. H.. Oct. 14—Irving 
Bmith. a prosperous farmer of this vil- 
nge, lies dead, the victim of a cold- 
blooded murder. Retribution in the 
form of the murderer’s guiliy conscience 
speedily came, and Walter Hunt. another 
tillager, too, is cold in death, his own 

Mayer. ? 

The double tragedy has aroused this 
quiet community beyond all description. 
Both young men were so well known— 
the murderer, of late, not favorably, but 
Smith was well liked—that the tragedy 
falls heavily upon their friends. It was 
quite probable that jealousy on Hunt's 
part, and a bitterness growing out of re- 
tent ha; in the village, culmi- 
nated in the bloody deed. 

About a year ago Hunt returncd to the 
village, after a year’s absence, and, ac- 
cording to current reports in the village, 
suspected, and had some trouble with 
Smith over the latter’s attentions to Mrs. 


bulldings were burned, and Hunt was 
Aken into custody on suspicion of incen- 
diarism, but later was on the 
ground of lack of evidence. 

At that time the local authorities as- 
sured the county solicitor that Hunt 
would leave the vicinity. Of late Hunt 
had been seen intoxicated, and undoubt- 
edly it was while under the influence of 
liquor that he shot and killed Smith, as 
the latter figured in the charge of in- 
cendiarism brought against the former. 
Yesterday, Hunt went into the field 
where Smith was working, and after a 
few words shot and killed him. It is 

that the men quarreled, Hunt 
having gone into Smith’s presence with 
that end in view. 

As soon as word got atroad of the 
shooting. Sheriff Boyd and Coroner Holt 
of Claremont were telegraphed for, and 
a body of citizens started out to catch 
Hunt, who had disappeared. A little 
later Hunt's body was found, for, fear- 
ing capture, he had shot himself. He 
lived a short time only.

LOST CHILD FOUND. 
Esther Doh e e ee With 
„Mary E. Christ.“ 


Claims the Child Is Her Own Daughter 


Abductress faid to Be Mentally Un- 
sound, 


Boston, Oct. 14.—Nine-year-old Esther 
Doherty, who had been missing from 
her home at 2 Foster place, was restored 
to her mother in the office of the super- 
intendent of police at 5 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. Present at the time be- 
sides the superintendent were Deputy 
Pierce, Chief Inspector Watts and I*- 
spectors Barry and McGarr, the latter 
having brought the child and her ab- 
ductress from Eliot, Me. 

The woman in whose possession Esther 
was found gave her name as Mary E. 
Christ, 36 years of age, and claims to re- 
side in Roxbury, Me. She maintains 
that the little one is her own child, and 
that she had simply left it in the care of 
Mrs. Doherty. : 

One week ago today, when Esther dis- 
appeared, the case was reported to the 
police, and to Inspector McGarr the cage 
was assigned. Little by little new 
threads of evidence were gathered, an! 
the child and her abductors were traccd 
from a boarding house in Mayo place, 
where they had stopped Wednesday 
evening, to Malden, thence to Salem, and 
still on again to Newburyport. At 
Hampton Falls it was found that the 
woman had purchesed a ticket for 
Portsmouth, where they arrived at 12780 
p. m., Monday. ‘ 

Leaving the station the pair follo 
the railroad track for some distance, 
and were later seen in a handcar, which, 
propelled by sturdy section hands, was 
making quick time toward Eliot. 

Inspector McGarr and James English, 
who knew Esther well, arrived at Ports- 
mouth Monday evening, and early yes- 
terday morning, with Police Officer 
Hurley of Portsmouth, took the early 
train for Eliot, where it was found that 
the woman and little one had passed the 
night. at the house of Eben Simpson, a 
section hand. f 

In answer to a knock the girl came to 
the door, and was immediately recog- 
nized by Mr. English. She pretended 
not to know him, and said that her name 
was Mary Hliaabeth Christ, and that her 
mother wag within. Going within, the 
officers questioned the woman, Who 
stoutly maintained that the girl was her 
daughter, and that they were on their 
wey to Rumford, Me, 

The two were then taken to Ports- 
mouth, and at the police station there

“NOTED DIVINE DEAD. 


Archbishop of Canterbury Atricxen With 
Apoplexy in Charch 


Lopdon, Oct. 12.—-The archbishop of 
Canterbury was seized with apoplexy 
after the service commenced at Hawar- 
jen church yesterday merning. He was 
married to the Hawarden rectory, where 
he died at 11:30 o'clock. 

Rev. Edward White Berson, D. D., 
archbishop of Canterbury, primate of all 
England and metropolitan, was born 
near Birmingham in 1829. He was edu- 
tated at King Edward's school, Birming- 
ham, and at Trinity college, Cambridge 


of which he was successively scholar and 


fellow, and when ‘he graduated B. A., in 
1852, as a first class in classical honors, 
and senior chancellor's medallist, ob- 
taining also the place of a senior optime 
in the mathematical tripos. He gradu- 
ated M. A. in 1855, B. D. in 1862, and D. U. 
in 1867., Hon; D. C. L. (Oxford), 1884. He 
was for some years one of the masters 
in Rugby school, and he held the head 
mastership of Wellington college from 


ts first opening. in 1858, dowa to 1872. 


For several years he was examining 
chaplain to the late bishop.of Lincoln, by 
whom he was appointed cha or and 
canon residentiary of Lincoln, having 


been a prebendary of the same cathedral’ 


tor three years previous. He was, at 
different times, select preacher to the 
University of Cambridge and to 
versity of Oxford,honorable chaplain to 
the queen, 1873, and chaplain in ordinary, 
1875-77.. In December, 1876, he was nomi-

At this statement the excited mother 
made a rush at the woman, but the offi- 
cers interfered. ‘ ‘ 

All this time Mary E. Christ sat per- 
fectly cool, and simply reiterated her 
statement that the child was hers. 
Esther, however, threw her arms around 
Mrs. Doherty’s neck. 

Mrs. Doherty asked Esther what she 
had done with the $13, which, it is said, 
she stole from the bureau drawer. Es- 
ther burst out crying, and said that she 
did not take the money. 

At 6 o'clock mother and child departed 
for home, while the woman prisoner was 
removed to the Tombs. She will be ex- 
amined in regard to her mental condi- 
tion. It is thought that the woman hails 
from New York, and that she formerly 
was confined in an asylum. 

A reporter visited the parochial resi- 
dence of the German Catholic church on 
Cobb street, last evening, and there 
learned that no such person as the Rev. 
James Christ was stationed there. It was 
said the woman must be insane.
